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GROUNDBREAKING  AT  AVILA 


On  Wednesday,  January  17,  1973  groundbreaking  cere- 
monies were  held  for  the  Goppert  Theater/Borserine 
Nurse  Education  Center.  This  is  the  eighth  of  the  nine 
planned  buildings  for  the  campus.  The  dual  facility  will 
house  the  permanent  theater  on  the  west  side  and  the 
classrooms  for  the  nurse  education  department  on  the 
east  side.  The  facilities  will  share  a common  foyer. 

The  newest  building  is  designed  in  contemporary  lines 
and  complements  the  other  facilities  on  the  fifty-acre  cam- 
pus with  its  brick  and  exposed  concrete  effects. 

The  building  is  being  financed  through  a grant  in  the 
amount  of  $274,240  under  Title  I of  the  Higher  Education 
Facilities  Act  of  1963,  and  a grant  in  the  amount  of 
$402,911  under  the  Nurse  Education  Facilities  Section, 
National  Institute  of  Health.  The  balance  of  the  financing 


comes  from  private  sources:  alumni,  students,  parents, 
friends,  businesses  and  corporations.  Major  donors  are  Mr. 
C.  H.  Goppert  for  whom  the  Goppert  Theater  is  named, 
and  Mrs.  Kathleen  Borserine  for  whom  the  Borserine 
Nurse  Education  Center  is  named. 

The  Goppert  Theater  will  have  a total  of  24,288  square 
feet  with  a 500-seat  theater,  classrooms,  offices  for  fac- 
ulty and  staff  in  theater,  speech,  and  music;  dressing 
rooms,  wardrobe  facilities,  and  practice  rooms.  The  seat- 
ing will  be  semi-circular  and  will  provide  intimate  theater 
for  its  audiences.  The  complete  light,  stage,  and  sound 
system  will  offer  Kansas  Citians  the  finest  theater  in  the 
area.  Sister  Felice  Helmes,  C.S.J.  is  Chairman  of  the  Fine 
Arts  Department;  Sister  M.  de  La  Salle  McKeon,  C.S.J.  is 
Coordinator  of  Music. 

The  Borserine  Nurse  Education  Center  will  have  17,820 
square  feet  and  will  provide  classrooms,  seminar  areas,  a 
learning  center,  and  faculty  offices.  More  than  270  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  currently  in  the  baccalaureate  degree 
program  in  nursing  at  Avila  College.  Miss  Norma  Lewis 
is  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Nursing. 

The  new  building  will  be  located  northeast  of  Blasco  Hall, 
which  houses  the  administrative  offices  and  the  tempor- 
ary library;  and  convenient  to  Marian  Center,  which 
houses  the  student  center,  lounges  and  dining  rooms.  The 
theater  has  been  in  the  original  plans  for  the  development 
of  the  new  campus  since  1963.  It  is  the  eighth  building 
to  be  constructed  and  will  be  followed  by  the  permanent 
library  building,  Bundschu  Hall,  in  1976. 


The  architect  for  this  $1,820,000  project  is  Sigfried  Kuehn, 
Angus  McCallum  and  Associates;  general  contractor,  Bis- 
hop Construction  Company. 

During  the  groundbreaking  ceremonies  Sister  Olive 
Louise,  President  of  Avila,  addressed  the  group  talking 
about  the  new  building  and  the  realization  of  the  theater 
building  and  the  nurse  education  center;  Mr.  Alfred  Blas- 
co, Chairman  of  fhe  Board  of  Trustees  of  Avila,  spoke,  as 
did  Mayor  Charles  Wheeler;  Mrs.  Velda  McGarvey,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Women’s  Chamber  of  Commerce;  Don  Smith, 
First  Vice  President  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and 
Bishop  Charles  Helmsing,  Bishop  of  Kansas  City-St. 
Joseph  Diocese. 

The  group  attending  the  ceremonies  and  participating 
were  the  honoree  Mr.  C.  H.  Goppert,  and  Mr.  Edwin  Bor- 
serine, representing,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Borserine.  Students, 
Faculty,  Staff,  Alumni,  Benefactors,  and  Friends  of  the  col- 
lege braved  the  wind  to  see  the  new  building  get  under- 
way. 

After  the  ceremony  and  blessing  of  the  ground  by  the 
Bishop,  officials  received  the  guests  in  the  Alumni  Lounge 
of  Marian  Center  for  refreshments.  The  estimated  comple- 
tion date  for  the  new  facility  is  March,  1974.
